It was evident that he 
intends to adopt as an Adniinistration 
policy an effort to let the States take a 
greater measure of -contrel over their 
own affairs without so mutch’ dependence 
‘upon Federal aid, which has been ex- 
tended liberally Zor many years. .

President Harding Arrives Four 
Days Late, Bringing Crew of 
Freighter. Saved in Storm. 
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DEATH NEAR. DURING GALE 





Italian Ship Nearly on Beam 
Ends When Help Arrived-—-Of- 
~ ficer Describes the Rescue. ; 





After buffeting seventy-five-mile gales 
and forty-foot seas for the greater part 
‘Of the last twelve days the President 
Harding of the: United States Lines ar- 
rivéd yesterday with the twenty-eight 
members. 6f the crew of the Italian 
‘freighter. Ignazio Floria, who had. been 
saved from death in midocean by the 
‘skill. and gallantry, of. Captain Paul 
Grening and his officers and nien: 

+ Prom the time the liner left Quaran- 
Hoe at 12 By until stie reached her pier 
fs n hour later she waé wel- 
oS ‘whistles and sirens frome the 
craft and by crowds waiting on

The liner was four days behind her 
schedule arid her 314 passengers were sta 
tired. ‘The ‘Yeterahy atfiohg thém ‘said’ 
that the night of Tuésday,, Oct. 20, when 
the: vessel was circling around the dis- 
‘abled Italian freighter waiting for the 
weather to moderate, was.the worst they 
ever had: experienced, as the. liner was 
light and tossed up ‘and down like “a 
cork. Three women passengers were 
hurt by failing on the deck. 


Calis it Act of. Providence. 


Captain Grening said he was surprised 
to learn thatthe rescue had ‘attracted 
so much attention. +] 

“It was an ac’ of Providence,”’ he 
said, “‘that the wind lulled for two hours 
on Wednesday morning and enabled: ts 
‘to lower a Hfeboat and get the Captain 
and his twenty-seven officers. and men 
safely off their: helpless vessel. If it 
had ‘not been for the wind, going down 
we might have saved. part of the crew, 
but we could not have saved them all,” 

In dddition to’the crew. the black and 
white cat, Mirone, was saved from the 
freighter, and Mirus, a black dog,.also a 
pet of the crew,, would. have»been saved 
but the animal jumped out of the life- 
béat dnd swam back to the old ship and 
was lost in a big wave. 

Thirteen of the! crew of ‘the Ignazio 
Florio were, Italians and the fifteen 
others were made up from seven other 
nationalities, two Spaniards, one East 
Indian, four Arabs, three. 'Germais, 
three / ‘British, one Portuguese and one 
Pole’ They were ‘déportees who had 
been allowed to work their way back to 
Buropé ‘from Philadelphia by the immi- 
gration Officials to replace members of 
the ship's crew who had deserted.

It devel- 
oped tHat Scaffa, a few hours. be- 
fore, had: taken Adams’ to the lawyers’ 
office, where he told a’ story of a con- 
versation with. ‘‘a notorious Bnglish 
crook”. about the Donahue jewel rob‘ 
bery. which caused the lawyers to’ ad- 
vise their client to report the matter 
immediately to .Mr, Banton. Adams, it 
was said, volunteered to accompany the 
detective and the lawyers to the Crinn- 
nal Courts Building and submit to ques- 
tioning. 

Mr; Banton had only a brief talk with 
Adams, however, \when he turned’ him 
over to Assistant District~ Attorney 
Brothers. A call.then was sent to/Police 
Headquarters ‘and after some delay 
Deputy Chief Inspector Thomas M. Pay, 
Chiet of Staff of the Detective Division 
under Inspector John: 'D.. Coughlin, ap-

TEST PEARLS BY LIGHT. 


Scientists Detect Gem by its Non- 
Concentric Layers.

PARIS, Oct. 27.-A new process for 
distinguishing between natural and cul- 
tured pearls was described before the 
French Academy yesterday by two sci- 
entists. 

The method, very simple and inexpen- 
sive, requires the inserting of a minia- 
ture tube in the hole bored in the pearl 
for.beading purposes. Within the tube 
are ‘two little mirrors very clpse to- 
gether, at right angles to each other 
and at an angle of 45 degrees with the 
sides of the tube, 

hen a light is thrown into the tube 
on the first mirror it is. reflected on 
the second mirror if the pearl is com- 
posed of concentric layers, as is the 
case with all natural pearls. If the 
Gore Of the pearl is not com d of 
concontric spherés the ray. of: light, in- 
stead of striking the second mirror, 
shihes throu the substance of. which 
the cultivated pearl is made and appears 
as a.tiny spot of light on the surface.

The towering cliff might be called the 
Mountain of Love, ‘for the inscriptions 
deeply etched in-floors and caves indi- 
cated that long ago it was the tryst- 
ng place for the youths and maidens 
of this little known race. 

The writings as translated. by Belaid 
Touareg. an interpreter, are messages 
of love apparently inscribed in the rock 
and were to be found and read: by the 
beloved. e are signed by masculine 
names and others by feminine,

“T ‘Beltaim proclaim love for Lili.” 

Another, evidently a despairing mes- 
sage to an tnauccessful suitor, read:
